notoriety from the late arrest of several parties ens- 
peeled or Being tne principals in the fitting out and 
eetttng on loot of said supposed expeditions. On 
Monday evening last warrants were again issued 
from the United States Commissioner's Court and

parties other than those arrested on. indictments 
by bench warrants a few days ago. 
There 


was one exception to this later order or arrest, 
and that was in the case of Colonel Ryan, who was 
again arrested on an alleged new breach of the neu- 
trality laws, which allegation involves a violation also 
of the bonds entered into by him to await trial on 
tne indictment and to keep the peace in the mean- 
time. The oilier parties brought into court yester- 
day morning had not been previously charged with 
flnj^offence in this connection; they were not ar- 
•rested by bench warrants, but simply on the affida- 
vit or one Maximilian St. Jonn that they were 
engaged in fitting out an armed expedition designed 
for rendering relief to the Cuban insurgents. 


Considerable excitement was created throughout 


Ihe city yesterday by the HERALD account of the 
arrest of these men and tbe unwarrantable and very 
unusual coarse adopted by the United States Marshal 
and his deputies in making these arrests. The halls 
and passages in the conn buildings in Chambers 
street were consequently crowded throughout the 
morning, awaiting tne arrival of the prisoners and 
anxious to witness tne proceedings before the Com- 
missioner. 


From some unaccountable delay and departure 


from the hour fixed for the production or the prison- 
ers in court it was after two o'clock when the pre- 
liminary examination was commenced. 


The Commissioner having taken his seat, Assistant 


District Attorney Bell, who appeared for the prose- 
cution, having put in an appearance, and the ac- 
cused, with their counsel, being present (Mr. Sedg- 
wlck appearing for Ryan and the others, with the 
exception of Senor Alfaro, ana Mr. Lowry appearing 
for that gentleman), the proceedings were com-

Bail would not be taken at all in the case of 
Colonel Ryan, and though he could nave got oaccurlty 
tothcamonnt of $100,000, the eanant rellow was 
taken back to Lualow street Jail, looking as cool and 
unconcerned .as tf he were not "a principal in the 
matter. Up to half-past four o'clock no further ar- 
rests liad been reported at the Marshal's'office, but 
the Ueputy Marshals are scouring the city in every 
direction, it is understood that many of the promi- 
nent patriots have left tne city and sought the 
hospitable shoie of Jersey until, this storm blows 
over.

Manhattan College, situated at tne junction of the 


new Boulevard and 131st street, is now the scene or 
the interesting exercises of Us annual examination, 
which began on Monday ana will continue nniil 
Tuesday, the 29th inst,, when an address will be 
made by Mr. Henry James Anderson. The college 
now numbers 225 scholars, or whom 150 are colle- 
gians and the rest preparatory students. Twelve 
will 
be given 
their 
diplomas, having gone 


through 
a 
course 
distinguished 
for 
high 


scholarship. Tlie institution is under the immediate 
personal supervision or Brother Pauline, and Is In a 
highly prosperous condition, being self-supporting. 
The academic coarse covers Tour years, and there 
are four classes. The collegians average about 
eighteen years or age, and the preparatory scholars 
fourteen. Sickness of any kind nas never been 
known m the college, and tne inmates have a Healthy 
and animated appearance. 


Tne programme for last evening opened with 
music by the band— a group or students who are 
good amateur players, and who discoursed excellent 
music. Dedamations were tnen given b'y Thomas 
Howard, Patrick T. Glennen and Thomas P. Stelly 
after which the French class (fourth class) went for- 
ward and was tested as to its proficiency in French. 
The members acquitted themselves creditably and 
for such young linguists, produced a marked im- 
pression. Exercises In Latin rrom Horace ana 
Livy followed, by the third collegiate class, and 
then came the examination in Greet, during which 
difficult selections from Demosthenes and Sophocles 
were surprisingly well rendered, and prominent 
among the able expositors or these ancient lathers 
were Mr. James Keiley, Mr. C. P. Cnnlnirham and 
Mr. Thomas Caniett. 


A portion of tne grounds has been cut off by the 
new Boulevard, but extensive improvements are 
contemplated.

PACKER INSTITUTE. 


The annual commencement of the Packer Col- 


legiate Institute, Brooklyn, toot place last night in 
the chapel of the institute. The attendance was 
verr large. A large number of the interested spec- 
tators, both gentlemen and ladies, found it impossi- 
ble to obtain seats. On the platform were several 
distinguished citizens of Sew York and Brooklyn, 
among whom was the Rev. Dr. Tinton, Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, Rev. Dr. Bnddington, Mr. A. A. Low 
and nearly the whole Board of Trustees. The Presi- 
dent of the institute, Prof. Crlttendon, presided. The 
exercises were opened with a voluntary on the or- 
gan, which was followed by prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Kennedy. The report on comnositions was then 
read. The following is the programme in which the 
graduating class took part:—"Words of Welcome," 
JM. Gordon Pryor; "Something About Bricks." Gc- 


committee last year. The reports of the treasurer, 
Matthew Vassar, Jr., tne Library Committee, and or 
President Raymond were also read. Tbe latter gen- 
tleman recommends the increase in size of the 
rooms set apart for natural history. He also reports 
favorably In relation to the health and comfort of 
the ladles of the college, which, he Inferred was due 
greatly to the beneficial results ot Improved physi- 
cal exercise. There are connected with the college 
350 pupils, twenty-four teachers, a president and 
seven professors. 


At a quarter past eleven A. M. examination of the 
department of calisthenics occurred j and this was a 
very pleasing spectacle. Upwards of tnree Hundred 
Healthy and robust misses, attired In ihort drab 
siuts, with crimson sashes— all of which are made 
no at the college— appeared upon the scene In the 
Callstheulma, and weat through such a series of 
evolutions, exercises with sticks, light dumb bells 
and rings, as made the large number of spectators 
strain their eyes to take in all, fearing some feature 
ot the charming scene would be missed. At first 
bat about luo were exercising as once; bnt when the 
closing moments arrived over soo joined in the 
marching by sections, platoons and: column, men 
suddenly changing positions revealed a vast human 
wheel, the unique uniform adding greatly the falrj- 
view. As this vast wheel wound round and round 
the voices of tne ladles swelled In chorus 
to the airs of "Vive la Compagnte," "Yankee 
Doodle" and "Champagne Charlie;" and then the 
unwinding commenced, the head of the column 
passing oat of the hall. Aa soon as- the spectaton 
observed that this wag the closing scene the loag- 
restratned applause iras deafening. It IB a maxim 
m the administration of the college that the health 
pi the student is to be made the arat object of atten- 
tion, and that to the utmost possible extent those 
whom it educates shall become physically well de- 
veloped, vigorous and graceful women, prepared to 
take enlightened care or their own- health and the 
health of others trader their own charge. Hence 
the causthernnm, the riding school and the gym- 
nasium.

Class day exercises occurred in tne chapel at 
three o'clock this arternoon, every seat on the floor 
and in the galleries being filled to repletion.

Thenc naniou «.«ro arrested 
on the affidavit ot one Maximilian St. John last 
night, at six o'clock, on the unsupported affidavit 
of a man notoriously employed by those partiei who 
have got up the prosecution, ana at tne beck anu 
call of tne District Attorney. Your Honor's duty and 
tne rights of these defendants demand that an im- 
mediate' examination should be held. He had to 
urge a further appeal on behali of these men — that 
they were already under heavy bonds, having been 
indicted.

importance, u is so, not only in respect of the ac- 
tual accumulated wealth— money— which the imml 
grants bring to this country, thus enriching it with 
ont any productive labor of leg own; not only in 
view of the constant increase of population, with 
which the increase in consumption and theconse 
qnent increased demand or the products of the conn 
try Keeps pace; but in a more extended sense is Ks 
addition to tne laboring force of the country, to its 
prodnctive power, forcing luelf opon the attention 
of every one, be he statesman in official position or 
citizen in private lire. 
The student of political 


economy— and neltner statesman nor citizen can snc. 
ceasfnlly manage affairs In his charge without being 
sucn-cannot overlook the constant stream o; 
immigrants pouring 
npon 
our 
shores 
and 


spreading

country. 
It nas. In 
jears 
past, 


changed the material aspect of many a vast 
region of our land. Where there was wilderness 
and desolation, where thict forests encumbered the 
land or lone prairies extended their dreary waste. 
there, in many states, blooming farms gladden the 
eye, the clatter of the mill is heard, and the cheering 
voice of the teamster or farmer, bearing his produce 
to market. No one will or can assert that the 
stupendous development of our Western country 
could have been bnt for the enormous Immigration 
wMch has filled and U now filling the land with 
thrifty lafcor and energetic hands. Three millions 
conld never have peopled a continent from ocean to 
ocean, nor rise to 40,000,000 of souls, constituting one 
of the most powerful nations of the earth, in the short 
space at eighty years, without the aid or immigra- 
tion. 


Bnt this matter is of still greater importance at the 


present day, and in its influence npon our national 
finances. Burdened as we are with debt and taxa- 
tion, u concerns every one. Immleration lessens the 
burden or the debt and the tares to each one of us, 
for the Immigrant immediately upon landing takes 
his snare upon himself. Thus u 500,000 people, who 
were not here last year, come and settle among 
ns dnnog tne present, they will take from the shoul- 
ders of tie people who were here before their 
comparative share of the burden. Talcing our pres- 
ent population at 40,000,000 souls and our national 
debt at $2,500,000,000, the share of eabn is sixty-two 
and a half dollars, whue with the addition of the 
half million of immigrants it would only be sixty- 
one dollars and a fraction over a half* dollar. This 
would, however, be too narrow a calculation of the 
benefits brought to the country and its people bv 
immlzration. 
They increase consumption, and 
thereby contribute, by being compelled to pay indi- 
rect taxes on all they consume, to the national reve- 
nue. They open new territory to cultivation add 
to the productive industry or the country, enlante 
the volume of trade, and thus create llie in places 
where stagnation had been before; increase the na- 
tional wealth, and by thus increasing the whole ex- 
tent of property to be taxed lessen the rate of taxa- 
tion— so long as the amount to be raised remains the 
same. It would 
be Impossible, in a mere 
newspaper reference to the subject, to even hint at 
tne manifold advantages which the whole country 
and every individual reaps rrom this sonrce, rrom 
this steady flow of European Immigration to the 
tinned States. All that can be done is to note the 
fact and to give the reader an important subject for 
stuoJous reflection and "deep contemplation. 
-And now for the figures. Here it should be re- 
marked that between the different offlces in Castle 
Garden, and also between them and the records of 
emigrant arrivals kept- at the office of the German 
Society, at No. 15 Broadway, there la always a suaht 
discrepancy, which is very natural and results irom 
different methods ol keeping the account of the 
numbers. Some officers take the date of the arrival 
of the vessels at Quarantine, others the day when 
the emigrants pass through Castle Garden, aud 
others again when they reach the docs, between 
which dates there is often a ditference of one or more 
days, and hence the number of the arrivals for a 
particular day, a week, a month in the year m»y 
vary on the nooks of the several offices; bat the 
difference is always only a few hundred, or at most 
near a thousand, ana does not vary the arareirate or 
the result, as the accounts for the sear, when the In- 
dividual items become to be compared and rezn- 
lated, are, in general, correct. Another circum- 
stance Bliould here be noticed. There is always a 
large number or persons arriving who ore American 
citizens and rcturnln»r from a foreign trip. They are

:ymen. The speaker, who la one or the few distin- 
guished lecturers the Old Country has favored ns 
with of late years, spoke tritoont notes or manu- 
cript, ana with, vigor, fluency and beanty or lan- 
uage that evoked repeated rounds of applause. 
His peroration might very well answer for a classic

ples or art, its various manifestations in the artist 
mind, and then drew a romantic picture ot tne 
jortbMAngelo, imbibing from the genius or Dante 
nerpetuate for all time'ne'w'realms or beautyl'elory 
reatness or terror.

In the budding great- 
ess of Ins lame he met with Leonardo da Vinci, one 
r tne few supreme masters the world has produced 
n the realms of true art Between da Vinci and Vn- 
elo a contest occurred of tliat extraordinary char- 
cter that brings all tho grand and ennobling 003- 
lona and faculties of the human soul and mind into 
ctive play. They painted each a colossal picture of 
battle, to one or which the art critics or Florence 
were to award the palm of excellence, oreat was the 
ivalry of the two distinguished artists, but It was of 
iat high, cluvalric nature that scorns an unworthy 
dvautage. The world knows a story of how a pupil 
f da Vinci's, unknown to his master, cut Augelo's 
tcture lu pieces, and how noble was the observation 
ncl unrevengelul the spirit of the bubilme arlist as 
ic simply exclaimed, "1'hat la all I need to convince 
me whose picture excited the greatest envy."

.Exciting Snilliiig Match Between 
Robert 


Ellis and Michael Olenuy for StlGO— Ellis 
tlie Winner. 
A prettier or a more keenly contested sculling 


match than that between Michael Glenny and Robert 
Ellis, which came off yesterday over tne Empire 
course, has not taken place daring the season. It 
was simply a splendid race, anmarred by any acci- 
dent, mishap or disagreement which not unfre- 
qnently characterizes such events.

ronr lengths ahead. Approaching the- stakeboat at 
117th street Glenny crept np slowly and was evi- 
dently progressing satisfactorily. Ellis turned a 
few seconds m advance and then commenced the 
pull for Home. Both shot along in splendid style 
and, although Ellis was over tiro iengtns ahead, 
there was yet a good mile ana a quarter to be gone 
over, and the result was extremely doubtful. Bills 
wisely altered ms course and kept more to the Harlem 
shore, ana Glenny in his wake, yet Scarcely ao vigor- 
ously as the occasion required. Hair a mile from Some 
Ellis was half a dozen lengths ahead. He slacked 
somewhat, however, and Glenny made a bold eatort 
to catch him.

The Recent IHsturbanceH—Fall Piirticalars of 


the Paris Riots—The Mobs Pillage Stores 
and Cales—Intense Excitement Throughout 
the City—Cri^s of "Down with Napoleon'7

Between the Rioter* and tiie Troops—Sie- 
uiQconcc of the Troubles.

Since the clo?c or the election for Deputies to the 


Corps Leftislauf on Monday night last very serlons 
demonstrations have been made in the streets of 
Paris against the Emperor and the public ueace. 
The disturbances of Monday and Tuesday niglits 
were not of a very threatening character, as they 
might be regarded as the effervescence of a mercu- 
rial population over a grand victory gained over the 
government; The crowds at various central points, 
especially in the Boulevard St. Michel, in the Latin 
quarter, at the Hotel dc vine, 
and in 
the 


Boulevard Montmartre displayed their feelings In 
vivas for Kochefort, the republic, and cries of 
"Down with the police/' but they were easily dis- 
persed by the Sergents de Vine, who were out in 
tremendous force, without any serious injury to the 
populace. 
On Wednesday nlgli-t, however, the 


crowds assembled again in increased strength at 
these centres, and manifested a turbulent spirit that 
boded great peril to the peace and safety of the city. 
Evil spirits had mingled with the masses, and a de- 
cidedly revolutionary tendency was displayed,which 
called for all the coolness and energy of the police 
to keep within reasonable bounds. Tens of thousands 
or people nad assembled in the Boulevard Mont- 
martre at an early hour, and speedily Interrupted 
the traffic-id that main thoroughfare of Parts. The 
police were again out m.grcat force, powerfully sup- 
ported by regiments of the Garde de Paris, majsea In 
the side streets ready for service, anil aided by com- 
panies of the mounted police. 


Near the Champs Elysees a regiment of the Voltl- 


geurs of the Guard, with their colonel at the head, 
were placed In reserve. Early in the evening M. 
Pictri, Prefect or Police, haa caused to be placed 
upon the walla and In every conspicuous place 
placards warning the people from mingling in evil 
disposed crowds, and aikicg tnem to aid in maintain- 
ing order, which hod been srravely»dist,nrbed. He 
declared that these disorder* shall not be tolerated; 
the elections having terminated no excns* for these 
assemblings existed. The authorities were bound 
to guarantee them free circulation in the public 
ways, and to protect tne commercial IntereiU of the 
city, and to guarantee safety of person and pro- 
perty; the lair of June i and 9, 1S48, on uangeroni 
assemblies would bo applied with vigor and roiMu- 
tion.

oi*»?mont of the hour. I?aw several of them in 
which forty or flrtt vottares rushed down rue bou- 
levard in the wildcat manner, tne drivers Bhonting 
and cracking tlieir whips, and the horses dashing 
along at full run, the wheels crashing together, pe- 
destrlaas run over and a perfect fright given to 
the promenaders, wuo took, to their heels in a most 
unceremonious manner, to the imminent danger of 
all who happened to be walking the other way. No 
one could tell tus origin of these stampedes, which 
occurred frequently during the evening, but they 
were unquestionably made for some purpose. At 
miduight, the crowd having become denser and 
boider, and the sound ol tne "Marseillaise" chanted 
by hundreds of voices tilling the air, mingled with 
criesol "Down wlti the Emperor," "To theTulle- 
ries," and other aedioons cries, the Gardes de Paris 
made a charge and dispersed the crowd, not before 
it had smashed all the lamps on. tne streets, sacked 
several cafes and crushed in all the glass in the va- 
rious Kiosks on the boulevard, besides doing a great 
deal of bodily damage to the police, whom they 
showered with stones. Iron chains, and any 
kind of missiles that they count lay their hands on. 
In this affair several police were killed and many of 
tne mob. and an Immense number of arrests were 
made. 
A like disturbance occurred near t&e BastUe, 
where the mob was defiant ana bellicose. 
The 
troops were compelled to use their bayonets in order 
to clear tiie streets, and several of them were se- 
riously wounded by gunshots and stones. In the 
Boulevard St. Michel the mounted police charged 
the crowd, and, after great efforts, dispersed It. The 
most serious disturbance was caused by a'body of 
workmen wearing blouses, who marched from Beli- 
vfiie to the Boulevard da Temple armed with Iron 
raas wrested Irom the fence or the market, with 
which they battered down every lamp poae on 
then- entire route, destroyed all the kiosks, and 
sacked a number of cafes and stores, besides 
overturning all 'the .omnibuses and carriages 
that they came across. At one point the* attempted 
to raise A barricade with a couple of omnibuses 
wMeh they had overturneS. 'but ttte mounted patrol 
were on the spot quick enough to prevent an act that 
might have been very serious in its results, because 
the moment the mob Is able to get np a temporary 
defence theie is sure to be a fight. Tae police are, 
tnerefore, exceedingly, active in preventing a sao- 
ceasful first step. This band from BellvfUe' got 
down as far as the Boulevard da Temple, leaving its 
path strewn wiiti wrecks of carriages, cafes, lamps, 
Eioets, signs and everything that couki be reached 
by the mob, when the cavalry charged it and put it 
to night. Every one of the mob dropped his bar of 
Iron or wooden pole ana trusted to his legs to get 
out of range or the sabres of the mounted guards. 
The loss ol life was somewhat serious, but It is 
difficult to obtain the figures. Hundreds of arrests 
were made, and by two o'clock the city had resumed 
its wonted quiet and tranquillity. Last nlghi, Jrow- 
ever, there was another demonstration in the Boule- 
vard Montmartie, which was still more serious than 
any preceding one. It was oretty well understood 
that the authorities hafl determined to quell these 
disturbances at every cost, and it was known that, 
the troops had been placed on waiting orders, ready 
to move at a moment's notice, in case the mob 
proved stubborn tae troops were to be ased and 
the crowd dispersed with bayonet and ball. This 
announcement 
or impression caused a stttl 
greater influx of curious people at the dan- 
gerous points, and the revolutionary bands' 
or agents were not less numerous. At hall-past 
eight o'clock the Boulevard was literally crammed 
with people, some singing the Marseillaise and utter- 
Ing seditious ones, and all more or less excited- Be- 
fore nine o'clock all tne omnibuses and carriages 
were ttimed off the Boulevard to make their way as 
best they could Dy tue side streets. Tne police were 
sooa on the ground, more than 2.000 strong. "Several 
companies ot Gardes de Paris were also brought 
UD. while the mounted-police were stationed in tue 
side streets in full •cnstn. The police attempt»d 
to keep the street TJpen by pushing through strong 
bodies of Sergents fle ViUe en masse, but they only 
inruriated the crowd and mail e matters still worse. 
The demonstrative portions or the crowd were made 
up of blouses and black coats, about equallv divided. 
They were exceedingly noisy. Tney sung the Mar- 
seillaise, hurrahed for Kocherort, cried "Dowmv-itn 
Kapoleon," and shouted all sorts of seditious calls. 
ihe cates and stores were closed loag before ten 
o'clock, aud the aspect of affairs was, accordinglv, 
gloomy. AS yet there was no violence offered to the 
agents of the authorities, and the crowd would 
pronably have retired of Its own. accord Had not 
masses of troops been pushed through the dense 
masses of people to keep theai in motion. 
About midnight there vras a tremendous charge of 
troops, on foot and mounted, and the crowd .was 
slowly dispersed, not without dashing off into 
aide streets 
and 
wreaking 
their vengeance 
upon lamp posts, kiosks and every breakable 
window, 'ihe damage to public and private 
property 
was very considerable, 
as - may be 
seen to-day. 
All .the theatres were emptied at 
an early Hour by the revolutionary cries of the 
mob, although strong detachments of soldiers were 
stationed at every entrance. Until tw6 o'clock this 
morning the mob was at its work of destruction, and 
the police were engasred in making arrests. More 
thanl,ooo persons were arrested during the night, 
bat ic did not seem to affect the spirits of the balance 
of tne mob in the least. Several persons were killed 
and a great many wounded by cavalry and infantry 
charges. The police and soldiers suffered considera- 
bly from flying stones and gun shoto, though the 
latter were very few. 
In the taabourg St. Antolne, about the Bastlle, the 
situation was exceedingly 
threatening. Large 
masses of people had assembled In the quar-

the excitement was Intense, and .many bands of 
workmen and roughs circulated through the streets 
and pillaged many shops and cafus. in some of the 
main streets all tue stores were closed by four 
o'clock, the air was so filled with rumors of trouble. 
It was well that the shopkeepers were on the look- 
out, because the mob was made up of some very bad 
elements. It was noticed that tne most demonstra- 
tive portion of all the mobs was made up of young 
men, led on by old heads who seemed to have con- 
trol over them. 
It is believed by many that there is concert in the 
action of the masses due to secret organizations of a 
red republican hue. That this surmise is probably 
correct Is proved by the preparations made by tne 
authorities to use troops at every point. Another 
proof may be found in the fact tnat in all the great 
cities of France outbreaks of a revolutionary char- 
acter have been taking place the past few days, aud 
they arc likely to be renewed when the news from 
Paris' spreads through France. It 13 acknowledged 
on every Bide that the disturbances here liavo a 
deep significance. While people 
do 
not be- 
lieve that they will immediately cause 
seri- 
ous 
changes, 
it is everywhere feared 
tliat 
they 
are 
the 
beginning 
of 
a 
movement 
that alms at the overthrow of the empire. The im- 
pression obtains that the grand development ot the 
movement will occur in August next, on the Empe- 
ror's Day, and that it may be a success. People 
begin to discuss the feeling of the artny—whether it 
can be relied on to support the Emperor, or whether 
it will aillllate with tiie people. Ol course these are 
nothing but speculations on that point. No one can 
speak lor the armj now; but it Is believed to be true 
to Napoleon at ims moment. \\Tlmt may be accom- 
plished iu three montlia Is quite another question. 
It Is useless to speculate on thu point. I merely 
uring it up to show tlmt the people are looking ahead 
for more serious disturbances. 
To-night they expect another outbreak, and I am 
Informed that powaer and ball will be used to quell 
It.

mst. the following proclamation:— 


In different parts of the capital serious disturb- 
ances occurred on the evenings of the 7th aud 
8th inst. Seditious cries were raised, acts of vio- 
lence and rebellion were comniTted, the fronts ol 
suveral shops were broken and private aud muni- 
cipal property suffered damage. The firm attitude, 
however, of the agen B of public authority, several 
of whom were wounded, succeeded In triumphing 
over tbc attempts at agitation. These lamentable 
scenes were renewed yesterday with more gravity 
than before, ana the Guard of Paris was in conse- 
quence called out. A baud of rioters, armed with 
Iron bars taken from Uic railings of a public market, 
committed the most reprehensible acts of violence; 
but when confronted by tlio Guards the crowd took 
to nlgln, leaving in the streets their Improvised 
weapons. Such disturbances can no longer be toler- 
ated; tiie elections nave terminated, ana no pretext 
now exists for the -assembling or crowds in tue 
streets. The aul lionties are bound 10 inaurc free 
circulation, to protect the commeicial interests of 
the city and guarantee individual safety, and this 
duty they will energetically perform.

The disturbances at Nantes were far more Herloua 
than the telegraph made them out. Tne manifesta- 
tion broke'out at two centres—viz., the 1'lace Graslin 
and the Place dc la Prefecture. About half-pant 
seven In the 
evening a crowd of 200 or 
300 workmen assembled on the Place Graslln, 
singing the "Marseillaise" and nliontmg "Vive 
Ouopln 1 a bag Gaortin l" The crowd In a short 
time Increased to 2,000 or :i,ooo strong. AH the 
catAfl and shops In the neighborhood Immediately 
shut up. The crowd, tiie rniKloadera of which bore 
an Immense tree as a triumph of victory, made 
their way to the house of Dr. Gudpln, who lives in 
In the Place dn Boo-Pastoiir. 
All the windows and 
shutters en route were smashed, and after serenad- 
ing the doctor tno crowd proceeded ro make a huge 
foon'Bre m ibc square with wood purloined from a 
neighboring dock. Tlic fire had scarcely been lit when 
a regiment, of Infantry arrived on the scene. Tne com- 
omndlig officer gave the nanal-order for the crowd to 
dixnerao. The first and second summona were made 
without any effect. The crowd appeared determined 
to fight, and one man wa« pushed on to the bayonets 
of the soldiers and nearly killed. The third snm-

charge, when the crowd suddenly took to their heels, 
and m less than live minutes the unuare was deserted. 
This, however, was only the prelo.de to a far more 
serious manifestation. Towards half-past 
ten

several 
thousand 
persons

in the Place Graslin. They were all more or 
less armed with sticks ana bludgeons. Stones 
were 
being thrown about In 
all 
directions, 
and the crowd h»4 already commenced to break 
Into a gunmaker's shop, when M. Dufour, the 
Mayor, accompanied by the Procureur Imperial and 
his satellites, and backed by a strong body of in- 
fantry ana cavalry, made his appearance. M. Du- 
four called upon the people to disperse, and to re- 
turn to their homes like good clflzens, but in vain; 
the crowd evidently meant mischief, and erected 
the Mayor with a shout 
of derision, M. 
Dufour then ordered the troops to clear the square. 
The infantry toot up their position, with shouldered 
guns, on the steps of the theatre, while the cavalry 
charged the mob, driving them through all the 
adjoining streets. While these scenes were taking 
place other disturbances occurred, in various parts 
of the town. Near the Place Royale soo or 400 men 
armed with iron railings which they had torn np in 
a square close by, came into collision with a body of 
mounted gendarmes. Several men were danger- 
ously wounded and some deaths are likely to ensue. 
Another crowd assembled round the honse of the 
cure of at Nicolas, and had not a strong body of 
infantry arrived tn time in all probability therev- 
erend gentleman wonld have been ronghly handled. 
Au attempt was also made to destroy the telegraph 
office. On the Bridge of Orleans an attempt to throw 
np a barricade was made by pulling np the paving 
stones; but the arrival of the military irastrated the 
designs of the rioters. During the night the cavalry 
continued to occupy the streets. It is said, that 
several pistol shots were fired at the troops, and that 
two soldiers received wonods. Nearly all the lamps 
in the town were smashed, and the railings In (rout 
of the principal buildings pulled down. The number 
of arrests Is said to amount to 100. On the follow- 
ing morning all the gunsmiths in the town were 
ordered to take their stock in trade to the Prefec- 
ture.

The Revolutionary Tendency of Orangeism— 


Incendiary Speeches of Prominent Orancc- 
tnen—Critical Position of tUe Country—Grand 
Banquet at tbe Castie—Prospects of tue Har-

Macanlej talked of a race or disloyal tones as the 


most astounding change of his time, but if he lived 
now he would witness the "birth of a stranger 
anomaly—a party of "Orange rebels," or "Protestant 
Fenians." In time past the British government 
backed np whatever the Orangemen chose to say or 
do with respect to Ireland and the Catholic popula- 
tion; but notwithstanding a few co-operation meet- 
ings at Leeds and Manchester, it is felt now that 
Orangeism has lost its magic power in that way. 
The Legislature now meets the pampered child with 
coldness, and the nngrateiol pet storms and rages 
and threatens to embarrass it by a collusion witii 
the Fenians. The most extravagant perorations are 
indulged in by Grand and Past Grand Masters; they 
talk freely of the Queen's perjnry, and hint some- 
thing about "kicking her crown into the Boyne." 
In fact, they are now the most seditions speaking 
portion of her Majesty's subjects, and if there was 
any chance of English support there would be a re 
hellion here within a week. To use the mildest ex- 
pression, "grave disturbances" may be expected to 
mark the next act of the Disendowment scheme. A 
new Orange Hall was opened on the 4th at Bailybay. 
Some two to three thousand- of the brethren as- 
sembled and received wiiti rapturous applause the 
address of their Grand Master, from which I take 
the following extract:— 


The Orangernen of Ireland, I am prond to say, are the only 
body which comprises within lt« ranks all persons, no matter 
of what religious persuasion, so long as they maintain the 
Bible &nd oppose Popery. 1 say, therefore, U deserves to 
prosper and will prosper, and I am glad to be able to an- 
nounce to the multitude assembled here that Orangeism 
never was so strong In Ireland as It IB now.

In reviewing the result of a series of meetings of this 


class the leading morning journals thus press them 
on the notice ot the executive:—"Except by those 
wilfully blind, the condition of Ireland at this 
moment cannot but be regarded as highly unsatis- 
factory. Never In the history.of the North have 
such indications of popular excitement been ex- 
hibited. The passions now aroused will not soon 
subside, and should a collision or hostile parties take 
place no one can foresee the deplorable couse- 
guences which may ensue." In face of this excite- 
ment Earl Spencer tries to win the support of the 
upper ten and general public. Festivities, as dinner 
parties, dancing parties and receptions are tho order 
of the day at the castle, while public ceremonies, 
opening meetings and anniversary dinners are all 
utilized tor speeches of peace and equality. The 
Queen's birthday was marked by a grand bamiuet 
on the 2d of June, at which were entertained "the 
Kniguts and olllcera or the Illustrious Order of St. 
Patrick. After the banquet a chapter was held for 
the Investiture of two new knights, the Earls of 
Carysford and riogford. The following Is a brief de- 
scription of the ceremony:—The grand drawing 
room of the Viceregal Lodge was fitted up a* a 
chapter room, aud In It assembled a large number of 
ladies and gentlemen, all in -court dreas or official 
uniforms. The chapter comprised the Grand 
Master, Earl Spencer, K. G.; the Marquis or Head- 
ford, Loid Dulferin, Eurls Charlemont and Duri- 
raven, Marquis of Drogheda, the Very Rev. Dean or 
St. Patricks, tiie Secretary, .Registrar. King-at-Arms 
Herald anil Usher. The Grand Master's procession 
woa announced with flourish of trumpets and sing- 
ing of the national anthem. A second trumpet call 
summoned the Knights, who were arraved in their 
blue mantles, stars and collars. At the'head or tiie 
chapter room a throne was placed for the Grand 
Master. In front or It was a table covered with 
blue cloth with the star of the Order embroidered 
in the centre. The Knighta having taken their 
places according to precedence, her Majesty's letter, 
authorizing the chapter to be held, was read. The 
t\vo J unior Knights present then proceeded, by com- 
mand of the Grand Master, to the door of the chap- 
ter room and conducted the aspirant to the rigltt of 
the chair or state, Ulster, King-at-Arms, bearing the 
ensigns or the Order berore him on a velvet cushion, 
whereupon the declaration appointed by the statutes 
was read to him, and being subscribed was received 
by the Registrar for deposit in the records of tiie Or- 
der. His Excellency, assisted by the two senior' 
Knights Companions, put the ribbon with the badge 
over the Earl's right shoulder, pronouncing the ad- 
monition, after which his lordship was congratu- 
lated by tiie Grand Master and Knights present and 
look Ills scat at the table. 
The prospects of the Irish harvest this year are 
very promising so far; yet, notwithstanding the like- 
lihood of work It will bring on, I find that the num- 
bers of emigrants to the United States continue on 
the Increase.

Tho Scotia 
had no siccrage passengers, but had a full comple- 
ment or saloon passengers. 


An Irish Peer on the Irtah Chnrclt.

The majority or the members of the House of 
Lords are in oppo»ition to this measure because they

ENGLAND. 


The Terrible Explosion at' tbe Ferndate Co!, 


liery in 
South . Wales—Fifty.three ILlvw 


Lost. 
The explosion which took place In the Ferndaie 
colliery on Thursday morning, the loth inst., has 
not been attended with such ratal results as was at 
first anticipated, but still is of such a character as 
to stamp it as a most appalling one, Inasmuch as 
fifty-three poor 
fellows 
have 
been hurried 
into 
eternity without a .moment's warning, 
and who bat a short time before were In 
the 
full 
enjoyment 
of 
health 
and 
vigor. 
The shaft is about soo yards in depth, and 
the colliery 13 divided Into three districts, namely, 
the Rhondda, Blaenllecba and Duffryn, and at the 
time of the explosion there were nearly 600 men in 
the three dlstrfcta. The .explosion took place in the 
Duffryn district, and upwards of 100 men were at 
work when the catastrophe occurred, which is now 
supposed to have been occasioned by a large fall of 
tne roof, and the large escape or gas by some means 
became ignited, and those who were uninjured es- 
caped to the surface. Up to last night forty-four bodies 
were brought to the surface, some of whom were 
frightfully burned, while others appeared to have 
died from suffocation. The. recovery of the bodies 
was prevented in the afternoon by some part of the 
working taking fire, TO extinguish which It was 
found necessary to wall In the fire, ana this, as a 
matter of coarse, occupied some mile time,' and 
from yesterday evening up to ten o'clock this morn- 
ing no bodies were • brought to the surface. 
Hundreds 
ot 
persons 
from 
the 
adjoining 
place* arrived at the pit this morning, it 
being known, that these nine poor fellows were 
stul -in the working. 
Soon after ten o'clock 
the signal was given for tbe cage to ascend, and on 
reaching the surface the lifeless corpse of another 
poor fellow-was exposed. The body was discovered 
to be that of Evan Richards, a married man, making 
the total number brought up fifty-three, and eight 
are still left In the pit, but it is expected their bodies 
will be recovered this day. Messrs. Davis, the own- 
ers of the colliery, provide the coffins for the dead, 
but we are unable to say bow the widows and 
fatherless children will be provided for in luture. 


GERMANY. 


Obnoxious Taxe» Rejected—Narrow-Sislited 


Policy—Ridiculous Interference—Effect 
of 


Mr. l>Xotle?'s Speech at Liverpool—Itesnlt of 
the Bavurtau Elections—Grumbling About 
Army Expenditures—What is Thought of a 
French War—emigration. 


FRANKFOKT, June 9,1869. 


The taxes on transactions of the Exchange and 


the stamp duties on foreign bonds were rejected 
on the loth by the North German Relohstag by a con- 
siderable majority, and ft is reported that even 
Baron Rothschild haa voted on this question with the 
majority. 
The' proposed tax was a proof of the 


stupidity of the nobility in commercial affairs. It 
would have killed the business and crippled the in- 
come of the State Instead of increasing it. 


We witnessed here last week another curious in- 


stance of the meddling of Prussian officials in com- 
mercial transactions. A foreign merchant bought 
here some iron goods and a small quantity of old 
iron, paying for ihe same and getting it shipped. 
The Tnan was arrested for infringing the law, by 
having done ousiness without having the necessary 
license for the same. The man was actually a buyer 
or goods, which he took home, without Intending to 
sell them in the blessed Prussian kingdom, and a 
foreigner, going itrto a shop to buy a watch, could 
get Into trouble on the same principle. The case has 
created here no little sensation, and will be finally 
decided by the courts; but, meanwhile, the iron is 
lying here on the quay awaiting the decision of the 
judges. Tills is the sagacity of Prussian noblemen 
and government officials. Business is again verv 
animated on the Exchange, and American securities 
have risen one per cent in consequence of Mr. Mot- 
ley's friendly speech at Liverpool, which dispels the 
anxiety hitherto prevalent about the Alabama affair. 
Still our market is yet overstocked, as a large 
amount of stock had been taken up by speculators 
when prices were low In accordance -with the high 
premium on gold. If everythinz remains smooth a 
few months will suffice to clear the market again. 
The elections in Bavaria have given no decisive 
majority to either party. Still it is remarkable that 
so many members of the ultramontane party could 
be elected, only for the reason that they are the 
most trustworthy In ail questions regarding a more 
close connection with Prussia. People In the South 
are frightened to be driven by the moderate liberals 
into the northern Confederacy, and to have then 
to pay 
the 
same 
heavy taxes as their 
northern brethren. 
They want to avoid this 
the more now, wfien, in consequence of the 
French elections, all apprehensions about a war with 
France have ceased. The French Emperor has now 
qmte enough enemies at home not to seek others in 
foreign countries, aud he cannot afford hencelorth to 
draw hi? garrisons from Paris and other large towns, 
as he did daring the Crimean and the Italian wars. 
It is an undisputable fact that the German unity can 
onty- bo brought about under French pressure, and 
uoes noTtu'feaTen to^fit^ere"urGerma)i'aatirs'.*r'A8 
soon as this is the case this peaceable German 
nation begins to murmur about the extravagance of 
the military expenditure. 
They ask. what are a 
million of soldiers good for? Could they not spend 
their time more profitably to themselves and to the 
country at large If they worked In flelda and shops, 
instead of being drilled and idling in barracks 7 lie- 
sides, this large military force Is only the means of 
getting into trouble with foreign countries. 
Our papers are filled with a hue and cry against 
young men who have emigrated to America without 
asking for the permission of the government, thereby 
avoiding military service. If taken up now they 
wouttl be dealt with as deserters; in five years they 
might return scot free as the citizens of a Iree repub- 
lic, and under the recent treaty snap thjeir fingers at 
their former masters. Can it be wondered at If emi- 
gration to the United states is always on the in- 
crease t 


ITALY. 


The Parliamentary Scandal™. 


In the sitting of the Italian Chamber of Deputies 
on the lltli instant the committee to which the 
proposal Tor a parliamentary inquiry Into the charge 
or venality against a member of the House had been 
referred presented Its report. It recommends that an 
investigation be made by a committee of nine mem- 
bers, to be chosen by the President, and also that 
the Inquiry should be conducted In two stages, or 
which the first would be private, and would be 
devoted to, tne examination or Signer Crtspt and 
of the documents tendered Dy bignor Lojjbla. ir 
sufficient evidence should then be presented, the 
committee wonld prosecute the inquiry publicly, 
but If not would discontinue the proceedings alto- 
gether. Slunor Bongnl opposed any secret action, 
and maintained that entire puollcity was necessary 
from first to last. 
He cited the procedure of the 
English Parliament in similar cases, and strongly 
condemned the vague and nnaeterminate character 
of the present Inquiry. 
The Chamber, he sal'l, 
should not sanction any Inquiry until the accuser 
and accused were lalrly confronted. Slguor Samlnl- 
atulii defended the recommendations of the com- 
mittee. The debate will be continued to-morrow. 


RUSSIA. 


The Ruitelan-Dii.aiMh Telegraph Cable—AJIiitri* 


in the East—Project to Work the Coal Bcda 
of Southern ttnsgla. 


[St. Petersburg (June 11) correspondence of the Lon- 
don Standard.] 
The Russian-Danish telegraphic cable will begin 
to work to-morrow. 
The OMloml tiessffimer 
tells 
us that la the early part of May tne Telegraph 
Department had already commenced the com- 
pletion or the submarine line from the port 
or Llbau, In Courland, to the 
Danish Island 
or Moen. 
Tills submarine cable is united by 
ordinary wires across the land to the one that 
was laid down last year between the shores of Den- 
mark and England, and consequently direct electric 
communication is now established between Great 
Britain, Denmark and Russia. The conditions of 
service and of transmission of despatches were 
agreed upon and signed on Tuesday last by the 
representatives of the Russian and Danish Telegraph 
departments and the authorized agents of the 
grantees, and all Is now said to be ready ror to- 
morrow, when the service will be opened to general 
use. 


General Kaufmann, Governor General of the 
province of Turkestan, having received from the 
hotne government all necessary InstrHctlons as to 
the course he is to pursue in future, has just left 
Si. 
Petersburg on his return journey, accom- 
panied by hia family, and expects to reach Tash- 
kent, the scat of his •administration, m five or six 
weeks. 
Hitherto his military assistant in hla 
distant satrapy has been General Gomzlne, who 
has acted as a Kind of regent of the province or tho 
Syr Sana, or Jaxartes. TliU officer has now been 
nominated director of the Chancellerle of Turkestan, 
in place of General do Hcins, who has been removed 
at his own request.

NEW YORKER SCHUETZESFEST. 


The Sport at Janes' Wood Yesterday—The 


Crowds and the Frizes. 


The twelfth annual festival of the New Yorker 


Schuetzenfest was commenced on Monday by the 
usual procession of the members of the corps, attired 
In their green uniform'", through the principal streets 
of the city, the procession was reviewed by the 
Mayor and Common Council at the City Hall, and 
afterwards proceeded up Broadway to Twelfth 
street and thence through Third avenne to Jones' 
Wood. Owing to the miserable state of the weather 
on Monday afternoon, although the 
shooting

leading to the gateways, asking to be cared for to the 
extent of a cent or two. Then there was the irrepressi- 
ble little man with his galvanic battery, who talked 
people out of their stray pennies, and induced every- 
body, with the sweetest palaver this side the blarney 
stone, to test the pleasure to be found In what 
doctors call a "sudden shock to the system;" and 
olose by him the boy with the dirty face and lots of

The enjoyment of the old folks who couldn't shoot 
for prizes' was not overlooked by the committees in 
their arrangements for the festival, and that there 
was abundance of amusement for the little ones, the 
peals of laughter which rang out through the woods, 
and which was almost the first greeting one's ears 
received on entering the gate, amply testified. First 
and foremost there was an ingenious arrangement, 
said to have been patented away down In Charleston-

which many a youngster was made to go home wet 
to the skin, with the awful fear of getting a sound 
thrashing for his condition's saice staring him out of 
countenance all the afternoon before ho contd matte 
up his mind to face the "Governor." It consisted 
or an Inclined plane of boards, raised a few feet 
above the ground, with a sort or wooden railroad 
track, down which a small four wheeled wagon was 
made to run. About half way down the incline a 
pall full of water, from which dangled a small ring 
was suspended, about three feet above the level of 
the track, and the young folks who were desirous of 
winning a full-blown ten cent currency had to run a 
stick through

The amusement part of tne festival yesterday, 
however, did not seem to have as much attraction 
for the men who wore the green uniform as the 
shooting, winch was Indulged In all day.

MYSTERIOUS OlSAPPEARAKCE OF A NEW 03LEANS WERCHANT. 
Suspicions of Treacherous Dolaym on the 1'art 


of the Havana Authorltieu. 


[From the Gaiveiton (Texas) Bulletin, June 16 ] 
Our readers will remember one Colonel II. \v. Clay 


who, a year or more'slnco, was quite noted as Trea- 
sury agent In the Investigation of alleged frauds at 
tho Brownsville Custom Uouse. 
ir we remember 
rightly he was one of the prosecutors of the Col- 
lector or Customs at that port. He subsequently left 
the Treasury Department, went to New Orleans, 
where his family resided, and entered into business 
relations with Mr. Elijah Kennedy and other persons. 
In the pursuit of some commercial nchcrne Kennedy 
and Clay were to visit Havana. This was about the 
middle of last April. It being urgent tliat he should 
arrive at that port, clay started on the sieamer 
Quaker City without passports, leaving his friend 
Kennedy to follow la the next vessel with these 
documents. Kennedy did so. On arriving at Ha- 
vana he could find no trace of Clay. The captain of 
the Quaker city Is certain that he saw Clay 
leave his 
ship In the 
small 
boat 
to go 
ashore, an Is usual, since which hour he has 
not been seen nor heard from. Ilo had on his person 
Bufilclent funds for ordinary expenses—say $1,000 or 
$i,soo, bills of exchange on the Barings of London 
to the amount of $4,000 or $s,ooo, and letters of 
creillt to more than $10,000. Neither of these have 
been presented for payment. Cloy was well known 
to merchants and business men in Havana. The 
American Consul, who knew him frnfficientiy well 
to recognize him, Is confident that he la not among 
those arrested and thrown Into Morro Castle. There 
li no suspicion that he has dishonestly concealed 
himself, or else he would have first realized on his 
credits, ihe only tangible theory apart .trorn that 
of arrest and, perchance, execution daring the poli- 
tical troubles at Havana, l.s that he started for 
Matanzas, where hla acquaintance once with the 
American Consul would enable him to escape any 
difficulty arising from a want of passport, and that 
ho was* mnrdorfid by the boatmen for hia ready cash. 
This disappearance should receive more attention 
than had hita«rto been given it-

We have 
heard of how one of tbem, being disappointed in ob- 
taining the mission to England, was rendered happy 
by his appointment to the keepershlp of a lighthouse 
with a salary of $600 per annum. Mr Neal has cer- 
tainly been a "Jack of all trades,1' but whether he 
has Been a master of any Is something we cannot 
decide.

Numerous 
anecdotes of prominent foretsners, among wnom 
were Campbell, Jeffrey, John Bowrinjr, Solicitor 
Parses, Mr. Rowland Hill ana John Stuart Mill, with 
whom the author came in contact, are related in 
several chapters. His literary experiences with the 
British monthlies and quarterlies were mteresti^f; 
it not very profitable, aud are admirably told. The 
balance of the work is devoted to home reminis- 
cences of persons and events, and Includes almost 
everybody and everything that can be imaslned, 
from Edgar A. Poe, James Brooks, Neal Dow, Gen- 
eral Fesaenden, W. L. Garrison and others, to 
temperance controversies, phrenology, animal mag- 
netism, spiritualism, abolitionism aud a thousand 
other things.

Amand, of Bleecker street.

ceased to take a tablespoonful of the mixture s 
long intervals, instead ot which it is thought he 
swallowed four tablespoonsfol at once, which was 
too much for his system to bear, death being the re- 
sult. There seemed to be no testimony except the 
statement of deceased and hearsay evidence tha 
the medicine was given by Dr. Amand, but Strappe 
told the same story to one of his employers, and also 
to Dr. Spreng, to whom he applied Tor an antidote 
to the poisou he had taken. The evidence adduced, 
which is quite Important, and likewise the verdict o 
tne jury, will be found below:— 


TESTIMONY OP MfCHAEL GOLDEN. 
Michael P. Golden, of No. 416 Seventh avenue, de- 
posed that he was acquainted with deceased, who 
had been in his employ as bartender for -some 
eighteen months; last Saturday afternoon the wit- 
ness saw the deceased sick in, his room; he said thai 
a doctor in Bleecker street had given him poison:]

ture I would consider a very dangerous dose; I think 
the mixture contains at least onc-lourtu ol Us 
volume of carbolic acid; a tablcspoonfnl contains 
half an ounce; 1 think tne lesions round m the 
stoinauli wcic caused by the caroolic acid; m the 
absence or any other cause for death I should say 
that the aeceabcu died Irom the effects of the car- 
bolic acid.

That James Strappe came to his death by an over- 
dose of carbolic acid, prescribed by Dr. Desire 
Amaud, ol 142 Bleecker street, and we hold him 
guilty of culpable negligence in prescribing so large 
a quantity of the drug.

wno may hereafter live on Manhattan Island may 
see, free or charge, the most unique and wontierfu 
contrivance of a former age. Let guides be pro- 
vided with ropes and lanterns to pilot visitors 
tfcrongh the dark and dangerous recesses of tne 
mail room and the curious intricacies of tne news- 
paper department. 
Tliere Is money in tie enter- 


prise, if a fee were charged for admission, and the 
man who enters on it after General Jones betakes 
Mmself to Ctty Hall Part: will make more profltr In 
tne speculation than II He sold that veneiabie comer 
of Nassau and Liberty ror the site of a national 
bank. Even now country folks from over tue nills 
ana faraway make it an especial point, even before 
visiting the Park, to see tne source or onr letter de- 
livery. NO bazaar in Stamboul ever wore a. charac- 
ter of sucn delightful confusion and endless vartet; 
as the New York Post Office at noon of ever; 
day. If a stranger lias a'newepaper to post 'wna' 
Bewildering gyrations ne is forced to perform be 
fore discovering the place irnrtiicn to pntlt^-AU 
the holes lie sees are lor letters and no signboard, 
no friendly director meets his eye to guide him iu 
his weary pursuit for the newspaper depository 
He may happen, however, to'turn in despair down 
Liberty street, and, catching a glimpse of an open 
and elevated entrance, strewed all round with mail 
bacrs, like sacks of corn on a. barn floor, he will pos- 
sibly conclude some reliable informatiun may the" 
be had. 


"Where is yonr newspaper hole?" he very likely 


inquiictn or the stalworth individual engaged In 
stuffing tne mail bags. 


"Here y'ar; fling your bundle right up this way, 


would be the ordinary response, and thereupon our

every heavy rain storm for some time past has 
gradually weakened until now it is almost as loose 
and as liable to go to pieces as a Khode Island stone 
fence. Tne celling in the mail room has been tempo 
rarily repaired, but no amount of mending can ever 
make the building proof against the eflects of the 
weather. Itisrhenrdaticullover, with strong symp 
toms of physical debility, brought on by extreme old 
age and poor treatment generally- 
0p stairs, where the money order and other offices 
endeavor to economize space with all the skill and 
cunning device with which the little busy bee hrves 
the honey, the July days make the clerks fee 
what a power there is in the rays of Old Sol. Ihe 
npper portion or the Post Office concern Is dlvide< 
into light, twilight and darkness—sunlight at one 
siae, gaslight at the other and twilight m the mid- 
dle—little ventilation, bnt a good deal of oppressive 
heat, all of which is bad enough, for visitors, but 
much worse for the clerks. Of course this condition 
ol things must one day have an end, but why that 
end should be so long coming, -with isuch an outrage 
as the present Post offlce staring us every day in the 
face, is truly unaccountable. 
Nevertheless, in spite or every drawback, of bad 
light and ventilation, Insufficient space, rickety 
rafters, falling mortar ana other such unpleasant 
reminders, the business of the Post Office under the 
administration of General Jones and his assistants 
Is carried on with' a completeness really wonderful 
nnder the circumstances. The latest improvement 
started by the Postmaster is to unite by telegraut] 
all the subordinate stations throughout the city— 
thirteen In number, from A to N—with the Post 
omce in Nassau street. 
The want of this system 


of comnmcaUon between tue head aud the snb 
offices has been Inconveniently ftlt for some 
time. 
When 
in operation 
it Will save the 


time and trouble or sending'messengers around to 
mediate inquiries about a letter, package o? newi 
paper lor wnicii a parson may desire information at 
the Post Offlce without being aule to tell at whlci 
station it may be lying. The 1'ost omce contracts 
with the Western Union Company that us an equiva- 
lent for tlie space free of renc granted the comnanv 
in each station, the latter shall put up a telegraph 
machine and do the business indicated praiis with 
tiie uiidei standing of carrying on their usual trans- 
actions with the public at tne same time. 
The delivery system Is proving a great success 
Tlie number of boxes at the Post Offlce is now only 
live thousand, and is ever> day decreasing. Jf the 
establishment was further up town the Dox system 
would be much less patronized, and with Ihe in- 
crease In the numocr of letter carriers Hits rather 
primitive mode of delivering corresuoudence would 
finally fall Inlo disuse. 


There have been no changes of any importance 
this month among the employes, but in me neigh- 
borhood or the 1st of July it 13 tiie intention of the 
Postmaster to direct a limited number of alterations

Ashiord, armed with a large butcher Knife and chal- 
lenged him to a deadly conflict, iismit any wettpon 
he might choose. AMifurd picked up n brick aud 
struct Lane a blow that caused him to measure his 
length on the ground aud then sprang ovci- the 
lence and alighted almost upon his murderous foe. 
By this time Lane had paitmlij iccovcred from the 
effects of the blow Irom the biick, and aa Ashfonl 
struct the ground hey (L.me) raised His body partly 
up uud thrust the butcher knife into thu bonels of 
Ashrord, and then sprang up and dealt another blow, 
inflicting a terrible tfasli In the shoulder of the fall- 
ing victim, men mounted his horse uud rode rapidly 
away- lie was pursued as soon as the met or the 
murclei aud flight was known aud traced to I uum- 
town, Scotland county, where all trace* of him ucie 
la-it. Auhlurd lived until Monday.

possess the only bridge that can carry the na- 
tions safely over the g^ilf of anarchy which is 
supposed to separate the future from the 
present—while in America democracy, run 
riot with the unrestrained tyranny of a nu- 
merical majority, is budding through radical- 
ism Into impemattnm vr <n* oUSo.mt._-, «hn old. 
Gothic spirit of the age of the \Ylttenagemot 
and of the barons of Rnnnymede is cropping 
ont in Spain and presenting to the phi- 
losophers, statesmen, politicians and peoples 
of modern times a new political formula for 
the construction of States—a formula which 
holds a promise to all of Europe, and may at 
no distant day Involve a solution for its politi- 
cal problems. A throne without a king and 
a regent without a crown open to every 
people a broad and safe pathway from the 
royalism of the past to the constitutionalism of 
the future, without appealing to a Bourbon, a 


n-po,rte or a gans-culotte. 
Spain is one of the most fruitful countries of 


Europe, and the modern Spaniard, dcscendod 
from the Celts, Goths, Suevi and Vandals, 
mixed with the Iberian, Carthagenian, Roman 
and Moorish elements, is one of the most 
vigorous of modern races. It retains the old 
Gothic pride, austerity and perseverance in a 
large degree. The cave of Covadonga is as 
religiously remembered as the cradle of Span- 
ish liberty; as is Faneuil Hall as that ot 
American freedom; and the old Arragonese 
coronation oath, which is remembered by every 
SpaiSard even to the present day—"We, who 
are each as good as them; and together are 
greater than thou, take thee for our King if you 
respect our rights, and if not, no"—contains 
more political freedom than any constitution of 
ancient or modern times. Representative in- 
stitutions are as old with the Spaniard as his 
most ancient traditions, and the Cortes is now 
the oldest representative body in Europe, if 
not in the world. 
In the ancient times it con- 


tained four houses—the lords, the gentlemen, 
the towns and the ecclesiastics—the consent 
of all of which was required to enact any law; 
and all petitions and grievances had to be 
disposed of before the Cortes voted the supplies 
for the service of the State. 


The decay of Spanish freedom came with 


the close ot the Moorish conquest and the rise 
of the American colonies. The wily and false 
Ferdinand and Isabella laid the axe at its root, 
with the introduction of the Inquisition and of 
the policy which afterwards guided the house 
of Hapsburg, and the enormous wealth which 
Mexico and Peru poured into the 
royal 


treasury enabled their successor, Charles I. 
of Spain and V. of G«rmany to suppress the 
attempts of the Spanish Commons to defend 
their rights and to augment the powers of the 
Crown. But the old Gothic form of municipal 
organization has always been retained and the 
memory of the ancient privileges preserved in 
the hearts of the people. 
To what a small ex- 


tent modern ideas of individual freedom have 
mixed with the elements of liberty in Spain is 
evinced in the small number of republicans— 
fifty-five ont of a total of over tbrae hundred— 
«lectcd to the present Cortes. The death of 
Charles II., the last of the Hapsbnrgs, in 1700, 
marked the lowest ebb of Spanish population 
and of Spanish freedom. With the coming of 
the Bourbons a bettor era began to dawn, 
which has shone through fitful intervals in the 
last and present centuries. The Inquisition was 
restricted and the Jesuits were expelled 
in

in clinging to its old Gothic Turin of represen- 
tative government. The revolution of 1868 
has swept away the Bourbojs, and with it the 
faitMess crown that has proved so inimical to 
popular rights and popular progress in Spain. 


Will the new Spanish formula present a 


successful solution to the European problem ? 
The question is a momentous one, and the 
reply lies in the success or failure the formula 
meets with in Spain itself. 
If it respects the 


popular rights and permits the development of 
the popular energies in production, commerce 
and science, then it will present an example 
which the other countries of Europe will 
hasten to imitate. Thesa are already tired of 
the follies and fripperies of royalty, trad of 
the costliness of large standing armies, with 
their attendant yearly increase of the public 
debt and the public burdens; but they find no 
safety for human society in the sans-cutottizm 
of 1789, or in the red republieanism of 1848. 
lathe present state of the European mind, 
therefore, the Spanish formula of a throne 
without a king and a regent without a crown 
presents to the peoples the most interesting 
and to the dynasties the most formidable 
problem in the whole circle of political 
philosophy. 


Will it succeed in Spain? That depends 


upon the wisdom and the prudence of the 
Spanish people. If they are alive to the 
causes which in the -past have made the peo- 
ple weak and the crown strong; if they per- 
ceive how foreign 
conquest and colonial 


development have drained the kingdom of its 
youth and enterprise, only to strengthen the 
royal treasury and make it independent of the 
popular will; if they reject the false code of 
honor which the Hapsburgs and the Bour- 
bons cultivated only for their own aggrandize- 
ment, then the new experiment will succeed. 
If they fail to do these things then will Spaia 
relapse from its revival of Gothic freedom and 
fall back to beoome a puppet of a monarchy, 
with a Bourbon or a Bonaparte behind it to 
pull the royal wires. In a word, the Cuban 
question is to-day the touchstone of Spanish 
freedom and of the Spanish formula for the 
disenthralment of Europe. 
The liberties 


which the revolution of 1808 has .restored to 
the Spanish people cannot bs denied to the 
people of Cub% without sapping the founda- 
tions of liberty in Spain. A successful war to 
reduce the Cubans again to the old Spanish 
despotism can only strengthen the monarchical 
principle in the Iberian peninsula. It were 
better, much better, for the Spanish regency to 
assent to a separation on terms honorable to 
both, or even to fling Cuba entirely off without 
consideration of any kind, than to wage a war 
with her, whether it be successful or unsuc- 
cessful. 
In either event the new Spanish 


system would be weakened before Europe and 
before the world.

CARPET-BAOGEBS.—Bob Tyler, of Alabama, 
formerly of Virginia, and son of the late vene- 
rable ex-President, attempts to head off the 
carpet-baggers by getting up a sort of rotten 
borough arrangement by which prominent per- 
sons in the North friendly to the South can be 
sent to Congress as representatives from South- 
ern districts. Although we have had in this 
city instances of the successful operation of 
this rotten borough system in the election of 
non-residents to Congress, we hardly think it 
advisable for the South to attempt it at this time. 
Even if the plan should succeed, and Northern 
men with Southern sentiments be sent to 
Washington as representatives of the South, 
what assurance is there that the radical ma- 
jority would permit their admission to either 
house? On the whole we believe it to be un- 
wise for the South to try the-experiment—at 
any rate at this juncture. In a year or two she 
may be in a condition to demand instead of 
craving admittance to the halls of national 
legislation. Let the South abide her time.

is sure to come, and no heading-off process 
like that proposed by honest Bob of Alabama 
will precipitate the event.

In the House of Lords on Monday evening 


Earl Grey gave notice that he should move to 
omit in the Irish Church bill that portion of 
the preamble which provides that the property 
or proceeds of said Church shall not be held 
or applied for the maintenance of any church 
or clergy or other ministry or for the teaching 
of religion. Earl Grey ranks as an independent 
member of the House of Lords. His affilia- 
tions are neither with tory nor liberal. The 
action, therefore, which he proposes to take 
shows that by at least a section of the Lords 
a strong effort will be made to amend the 
Irish Church bill in committee. We have 
little doubt that other notices of a similar 
character will be given. Earl Grey's amend- 
ment is of such a character that It may be 
taken for granted that while it will command 
the support of the conservative peers it will 
catch some wavering liberals. Mr. Gladstone's 
bill, however, is a thing so complete in itself, 
and the parts' are so nicely adjusted as well as 
so dependent on each other, that we cannot 
think that the Cabinet will consent to any 
such modification. That the bill will with 
some difficulty be carried through committee 
on the third reading is evident; that it may 
be considerably modified is possibl^ but

prevail. 
The public sentiment of the three 


kingdoms is so united that the Lords must 
yield. It is the opinion of some—and we ba- 
lieve the opinion is well fimnded—that neither 
Lord Cairns, the leader of the conservative 
party in the Upper House, nor Mr. Disraeli, 
the conservative leader in the Lower House, 
are very sincere in their opposition to the bill.

Tronble in Mexico. 


There is still some trouble in Mexico. 
"Id 


Querctaro," says the news, "the troubles are 
increasing." We had no idea that this was 
possible. We thought that in all the Mexican 
States, without exception, troubles were per- 
manently crammed and jammed to the full 
capacity of the State, and that the only thing 
any Mexican community might reasonably 
believe itself sure against was more trouble' 
than it already had. What new evil can it be 
that has now come down upon Quertftaro ? 
True, they are reported as "executing prison- 
ers for treason" there; but that is nothing new, 
and so far from its being an increase to their 
troubles it is rather a recreation, a pleasure, a 
sport, and the happy people turn out to see 
the ahootiug, just as people here turn out to 
see a flue bout at tbe "national game." We 
cannot conceive what it is that has increased 
the troubles -of Mexico. "Minister Nelson 
would arrive the following day." 
Could it be 


that? Not at all. 
The great Mexican nation 


which drove out Louis Napoleon's army has

ing Thursday, July l. 
\Ve do not know 


what the motive of Mr. Boutwell may be 
for changing his course in selling less gold, 
but unless the government expects to be iu 
need of a large sum for some purpose known 
at present only to itself—for the purchase of 
Cuba or something else—there is no reason 
why the sales should not be as large and fre- 
quent as heretofore. 
The surplus in the 


Treasury yields no interest; it has been there 
for several years; and, in the ordinary course 
of events, will continue and probably increase 
unless disposed of by sale. 
A steady and 


sufficient sale of gold must have the effect in 
the end of bringing down the premium. 
There 


is no fear of the Treasury being deficient in 
gold, for the stream flowing into it is continual 
and large. Let the surplus be used, then, to 
buy up the interest-bearing debt, and thus re- 
duce the annual burden upou the people. We 
are glad to see that the Secretary is going to 
use the proceeds of his sales for this purpose. 
The only thing we have to co-mplain of is that 
he proposes to sell such small amounts. 
He 


should _eli more, and cancel more of the inte- 
rest-bearing debt with the proceeds. 


Bad Penmanship. 


To write a bad hand may sometimes be a 


sign that a man has risen in thi> world, inas- 
much as some great men have written more 
and more illegibly the higher they rose to dis- 
tinction. 
Napoleon I. wrote well enough 


when he was a pupil at the military school of 
Brienue, but his signature after he became 
Emperor of the French was as scratchy as 
"William the Conqueror, his mark." 
Rufus 


Choate, whan a schoolboy, was never flogged 
by his writing teacher, for which very reason, 
perhaps, his manuscript, after he became an 
eminent lawyer and a United States Senator, 
looked as if he had dipped a spider in the ink- 
stand and then let it crawl over the page. 
But, if sometimes a sign of greatness, bad 
penmanship often leads to queer results. 
Thus an angry letter of dismissal from one of 
our great railway kings to an employe served 
the latter as a free pass for himself and family 
for a year. The freshest case in point, how- 
ever, turned out less luckily for the party 
chiefly interested in it. 
This party, who had 


been tried and found guilty of a gross misde- 
meanor at the last session of Judge Kelly's 
court, was brought up for sentence on Satur- 
day last. The Judgs said that numerous letters 
had been received by him testifying to the 
previous good character of the accused, to 
his military service and to his wounds. But 
one letter had been received from Horace 
Gr«eley which he could not make out, on ac- 
count of its cramped Illegibility. 
It might be 


a request either to inflict the severest punish- 
ment on the accused or to grant his discharge. 
Accordingly, without giving him the benefit 
of the doubt, the Judge acted on his own 
judgment and sent the prisoner to the City 
Prison for thirty days.

THE PBKBAOOT.A.—-The despatch stating that

our ships of war receive orders in regard to 
their movements from another source than the 
authorities at Acapulco—at the same time that 
the officers of our navy recognize and admit 
all proper requirements of law, wherever they 
may be. 


HE WANTS MORE MONEY.—In the case of 


Fallou against Mills the jury awarded the 
former six cents damages for illegal arrest by 
the police, recognizing thus the right of the 
citizen to his liberty, but putting a very low 
value on the right in that particular case ; ex- 
pressing its opinion, in fact, that there-was no 
great harm done and no danger threatened to 
the community when persons of questionable 
character were incarcerated, with or without 
cause." This verdict, altogether In favor of 
good order, was distasteful to the Judge, and, 
though he now denies a motion for a new trial, 
he "regrets" the verdict, fearing that it will 
encourage the police to arbitrary arrests. The 
more arrests they make of the kind that 
brought on this case the safer men will be in 
the possession of all rights.

purchase in Lower California from Juarez, and 
with General Fremont's Southern Pacific Rail- 
road ; but we suppose that aa such negotia- 
tions, even if entered upon by Hosecrans, were 
dropped with his retirement, General Nelson 
will begin with a new set of books. 


Here, at all events, is a splendid opportunity 


for General Grant to settle the Mexican ques- 
tion to the satisfaction of the civilized world. 
In 1847 certain Mexican officials and others, 
holding in their hands at the time the power to 
act in the premises, in the city of Mexico, pro- 
posed to General Scott to make him Governor 
General of the whole country in the name and 
in behalf of the United States, on a salary of a 
million of dollars a year pro tern.; but this 
liberal proposition General Scott declined, 
because of the difficulty of fusing the white, 
Indian and negro equality of Mexico with the 
negro slavery and negro Inferiority which at 
that day were the corner stones of the consti- 
tution of the United States. Now no such diffi- 
culty exists. 
On the contrary, with tha 


annexation of Mexico, in the acquisition of 
five or six millions of Mexican citizens of the 
Indian race, we shall have something like a 
balance of power against our four millions ot 
negroes, which will not only establish a sort ol 
equilibrium between our Indians and negroes, 
but open the door at once to the fusion with 
our voting population of all the Indian tribes 
of the United States, with the simple impo- 
sition of a penny tax. 


In this broad political view of the subject it u» 


to be hoped General Grant will open his Mex- 
ican policy; and in every view, looking to tho 
establishment of law, order, trade and Ameri- 
can enterprise in Mexico, he is called to meet 
the demands of "manifest destiny."

He complimented them 
on their zeal and activity, but regretted their failure 
to complete the financial airaugements to meet the 
defleicnne'i of the badger. He referred to the new 
naval port at ileppens as a monument for Europe, 
showing the energy and intelligence with which for 
thirteen years the German people had struggled 
against disorder to perform a creat national tast. 
The lively Interest taken by the population on the 
seaboard in the maritime development of the con- 
federation was a reassuring expression of the senti- 
ment or the 
nation, 
which, 
with 
increasing 


power, was penetrating all parts of the Fatherland; 
and this, in connection with the agreement and 
activity of tlie federal government and the national 
representatives for the welfare of the country, fortl- 
fled the coulldence or Germany la the maintenance 
of internal and external peace.

GEORGIA. 


Important Decision by the Supreme Court— 


Intermarriage of Whites mid Blacks Pro- 
hibited by Law— The Social Status of Citi- 
zens >iot a matter for Legislative Action. 


ATLANTA, June 22, 1669. 


The Supreme court of Georgia today decided that 


the code of Georgia, adopted by the new constitu- 
tion, forever prohibits marriage relation between 
white persons and person? of African descent, and 
declares such marriage null and void. Second, this 
section of the code is not repealed by nor is it in- 
consistent wttn that part of the constitution which 
declares that the social status of tne citizen shall 
never be the subject of legislation. That clause of 
the constitution absolutely denies to the Legislature 
the pov.-er to pass laws in the future rejrnla ting tne 
social «tatu-> or compelling tne t'.vo races to unite in 
social Intercourse. As the laws then in existence 
allowed churches, for instance, to determine for 
themselte* who should occupy iheu seats and where 
they should sit, and permitted railroml and steam- 
boat companies and hotel keepers to classify 
and 
awiiji 
places 
to 
those 
using 
their 
accommodations according to ttieir social status 
and grade as they might tlnulc proper, the constitu- 
tion put* it beyond the power 01 the Legislature 
ever to enact any law compelling them to maKe 
different cl;<s3u!cations or to group together In social 
intercourse ihose who do not recognize each other 
as social equals. As the social relations of citizens 
are not the pi oper subjects of legislation the consti- 
tution lia« wisely put the matter at rest by denying 
to the LL'g'Biature the power so re'oeal or enact laws 
on tiiat ^ntjjoct.

Opinion of Brazilians. 


General James Watson Webb, who arrived here 


this morning, called dnrinsr the day at the state De- 
partment and had an interview with Secretary Fish. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the Brazilian govern- 
ment has substantially receded from tbe position it 
first occupied relative to the settlement of tUe claims 
for the ship Canada, Mr. Webb is still fierce in his 
denunciation of the Brazilian officials. He regards 
them as a set ef barbarians who are utter strangers 
to the amenities oi enlightened diplomacy. In 
his interview with -Secretary Fish he complain* 
bitterly of the 
lack of courtesy and personal 


consideration with which he had been treated. The 
Brazilians, he says, nave no respect for our govern- 
ment any more than they have for that of HaytL 
in his opinion the only way to make them respect 
us would be to give them a good thrashing, and if 
the present officials remain at the head of affairs 
ae tlimks it will come to that. In some respects the 
repieseiftatives of other governments are treated 
just as ite was, but they have not enough spint to 
complain aud do not seem to know when they are 
insulted. Webb attributes what he terms the igno- 
rance and brutality of Brazilians to the demoraliz- 
ing effects of slavery. Altogether he is utterly dis- 
gusted with Brazil, and expresses himself satisfied 
that tie is not compelled to go back there.

For some time, it is alleged, a gentleman named 


Gregory, proprietor of a hotel at Lake Mahopac, has 
been In the habit of deiiling tne Crdton river and its 
tributaries by manufacturing gas from kerosene oil 
and other ingredients and creating other nuisances 
upon the banks. A gentleman named Ballard, own- 
ing property below him, complains that the waters 
arc so befouled that his cattle cannot drink It. He 
has commenced suit against Gregory for an abate- 
ment of the alleged nnlsances in tne Putnam County 
Court, before judge Barnard. The hearing was set 
for Monday, at carmel, and President George B. 
Lincoln. Engineer Vorthen, Dr. Chandler, chemist 
of tho Board of Health, were summoned aa wit- 
nesses, as well as commissioner Ureeno, of the 
Croton 
Board. 
These 
gentlemen 
on 
Monday 
proceeded to Carmel, but the trial was adjourned 
until Thursday next. They made an examinatiou of 
the river and found the banks saturated with Kero- 
sene. Dr. Chandler selected portions of the niud for 
chemical analyxis.

waterwheela are twenty-four feet In diameter and 
seven feet lace. 
She first sailed UD the North river as far as Manhat- 
tanville, her wlieel making twenty nine revolutions 
with a pressure of forty-truce pounds of steam. Her 
speed Is about eighteen miles an Hour, sue after- 
wards returned to the foot of Canal street, took on 
some more passengers, steamed up tlie Bast river 
to Harlem and returned. The engineer is Mr. Wil- 
liam WOlford. 
Amcng those on board were H. C. Calkin, M. C.: Mr. 
Andrew Fletcher, Mr. C. H. Longstreet, superintend- 
ent of the company; Mr. Gultchcs, Mr. Win. Fnulku, 
Mr. Bolander, Mr. A- Pollock, Mr.

deceased; there was a wound

as if made by a club; tue edge of the wound 
"was rough; it was about an inch in length; there 
•was a perforated depression of the outer table of the 
skull. Dr. Dodd closed by saying that in his opinion 
the immediate cause of death was drowning and the 
remote cause a blow. 
Peter McEnroe, residing on Bleecker street, tes- 
tified that he saw the body of deceased when 
it was taken out of the water on the 16th inst.; 
about a quarter before one o'clock a man came along 
aud looked at the body and remarked to wit- 
ness that that was little "Frenchy;" the same 
individual further said that he was with deceased 
on Saturday night, and that three of them went. 
down and got a boat; but the lictle Frenchman was 
so G — d d — d drank Cuat they left him and went on a 
little excursion; witness heard the man remark as 
he turned away, "1 don't care a G — d d— n how soon 
they arrest me." 
Rebecca Cohen, a little girl, of Xo. 167 Commerce 
street, testified that she saw Gette go down the 
street about half-past ten on Saturday night; the 
two men were sober, and Gette so drunk that the 
others had to hold him up. 
William Wets, who keeps a, boarding house ac Xo. 
16 Railrpad place, deposed that he kuew a man 
named Michael Savage, a person of bad character; 
kuew that Gette and Savage bad quarrelled and that 
the latter Sad beat Gette: some parties told witness 
that Savage had said that lie would kill Gette; on 
one occasion he iiau cut Gette severely in the lore- 
head. 
Shortly after four o'clock the jury returned the 


r oilowing .verdict:— "That the said Pierre Getta came 
to his death in the city of Newark, on the 12th day 
ol June, A.D. 1889, by violence at the hands of some 
person or persons to the jury unknown." 
Tae Coroner has been unable to discover who the 
two men are that were with Gette toe night of the 
12th. The police likewise have failed in the matter. 
It is now sucgestea that Mayor Peddle offer a suit- 
able reward and see what effect that will have on 
the faculties of the detectives. Some say that it 
would work like a charm. Gette was about thirty- 
two years of age, served gallantly through the re- 
bellion and leaves a family of three behind.

ANOTHER ODD CASE IN CHICAGO. 


A Wife Brings Snit to Recover Her HuHbau<l. 


[From the Chicago Tribune, June 20.] 
A few days since a ratner peculiar matter was 
brought to the cognizance of the Superior Court, It 
was expected, of course, that there would be a pub- 
lic hearing, -which wonld develop the whole case. 
It wonld seem, however, that the service of a writ 
has caused a Subsidence of tne cause of further liti- 
gation, wherefore It Is presumable that the ex partc 
statement under oath or the chief party in Interest 
is true. On Tuesday a writ of habeas corpus was 
sued out by Anna L. Sheldon, who sought, by the aid 
of the conrt, to procure the body of her husband, 
George H. Sheldon. In her application for the writ 
she made substantially the following statement:— 
"Anna L. Sheldon is the wife of George H. Sheldon, 
who is at present an invalid, suffering rrom a severe 
attack of paralysis. That he was taken ill of said 
disease on or about the 6th day of May, 1809. 
&t Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where he was residing 
with, his wife. 
At once the wife 
employed 
three competent aud trustworthy physicians, who 
attended upon him for the space of two days after 
the date mentioned, at which time they directed 
him to be placed in an insane asylum, he being at 
the time partially deranged. Under this advice, on 
the Kith day ol May last, she caused her husband to 
be removed to the State Asylum or the State or 
Iowa, at Mount Pleasant, she delivering him to the 
care of Dr. Mark Kauney, the superintendent, who 
informed her that he could not then direct her as to 
the time wliich would necessarily expended in bring- 
ing about u recovery of the patient to Ills reason 
and health. Mrs. Sheldon thus left her husband at 
tne asylum, returned to her home, aud thence came 
to her brother's Uouse, having Ic in mind to return 
and move her spouse from hfi place or duress at the 
earliest proper time. On tlic.'Jd day or June, 1809, 
she concluded that it was time to visit Mount Pleas- 
ant, to bring tho husband home, whereupon she pro- 
cured iicr ticket and, being about to start, learned 
iliat he hau already been, without her knowledge, 
removed to Chicago, by Ellas I'. Sheldon, his brother. 
Having ascertained this faetj she went to the board- 
ing 
house, on the corner or Sangamou anil 
llandolph streets, where the brother resided, ami 
where her husband was at the time. She saw Ellas 
P. Sheldon aud his wile, and requested to be allowed 
to see her husband, which right was denied her. 
But on the suth of May she did sec her husband, at 
the room or Kilos P. Sheldon, his' brother, but then 
only in tlic hearing and presence or the brother or 
his wile, ana since that date she avers that she has 
not been permitted to see him only when one ot the 
relatives is present, uud then only Tor the length or 
time tiiey choose to allow. Mrs. Sheldon avers Unit 
her husband needs the grcaiejt care in attendance 
and nursing In order 10 restore him to health, and 
that she is anxious ami greatly desires to nave the 
charge and care or him, and that at her fatlici 'a 
house ttwro are means lit ami convenient to this 
end; 
nevertheless, the brother refuses to allow her 
to have him at her home. She states, in tuii con- 
nection, that prior to Hie illness or George H. Shel- 
don, her husoand, for some months the brother 
Ellas had not been friendly to George, and had not 
spoken to him when they met. and that her husband 
greatly desires to be removed Irom his uud lus wife's 
custody.

W"ahle Uad the child exhumed and its stomach sub- 
jected EO a cliemical analysis, which revealed the 
fact that arsenic Uad caused the death of the caiid. 
Suspicion poiats strongly to the complicity oE the 
physician with tlie mother.
